Cosmic communications seem to have 
caught the fancy of a segment of the 
scientific community beyond any practical 
applications of the present. Man has long 
dreamed of the possibility that advanced 
animal life exists elsewhere in the univer­ 
se. It is exciting to imagine that someday 
inhabitants of this planet will have the op­ 
portunity through advanced communicat­ 
ions methods to attem pt to contact any 
such living creature. 
But the attempts already underway are 
destined to total failure, because they are 
inadequate in scope and equipment. As­ 
suming that all conditions are favorable 
f o r space contact — that there are intelli­ 
gent beings in another world, that they 
are similarly eager to contact other living 
creatures, that they have chosen our par­ 
ticular star galaxy to examine, that their 
thinking process works like ours, and that 
thev have the same communication tech­ 
niques as we — light beacons or radio sig­ 
nals directed toward these creatures from 
earth will not bring back a reply. 
W h v ? Because the hundred or so planets 


scientists believe contain beings of equal 
or superior intelligence are from IO to IOO 
light years from earth. This means any 
light or radio signal from this planet 
would not reach them for at least IO years 
and perhaps not for a century. Assuming 
they did receive the signal and returned it 
in kind, their answer would take just as 
long coming back. 
All of the assumptions necessary for the 
fulfillment of this experiment, even a cen­ 
tury hence, make the odds of success so 
mathematically remote as to label waste­ 
ful any costly attempts to connect a cos­ 
mic telephone with the resources now at 
hand.

C. V. Youngquist. chief of the 
division, said 
the report is the 
most complete of its kind ever 
prepared in Ohio. It shows pollu­ 
tion of the state's surface waters 
in minute detail. 
The report shows water in res­ 
ervoirs and lakes to be of gener­ 
ally better quality, due to the fact 
that they are filled during periods 
of high flow when industrial or 
municipal wastes are diluted. But

Erie, 
which

no lower than these rivers in the 
amount of dissolved solids.

WASHINGTON (AIM—“The na­ 
tion is in great danger. Commu­

Goals has underscored its call to 
Americans to shoulder still heavi­ 
er burdens of armament and for* 
eign aid in the 1960s.

soberly 
phrased section 
titled “ Goals Abroad,” the com­ 
mission's report—placed this week 
in the hands of both President 
Eisenhower 
and 
President-elect 
John 
F. 
Kennedy—recommends 
this posture for the United States 
in the coming decade: 
Stay stronger than the Soviet 
Union “ at whatever cost” ; hold 
firm in Berlin and wherever else 
the cause of democracy is men­ 
aced. 
But strive constantly for peace 
ful solutions; stand ready to ne­ 
gotiate “on any reasonable basis” ;
